A FT E R MANY YEARS. 
Snlt to R ecover a Large P ortion of tho 
Site of M aryaville. 
[Copyright, 1S37, by U*c California Associated Press. I 
M a ry s v ille , October 17th.—Charles J. 
Covillaud. a young attorney of this city, 
to day brought sixty-live different suits for 
himself and four other heirs of his father, 
the late Charles Covillaud, to recover dam­ 
ages and rents for unlawful appropriation of 
land in the city and adjoining country, 
for which he claims their father never 
parted title. He was one of the founders of 
the city of Marysville, which was named 
after his wife, Mary. He, with a number ot 
others, was owner of the rancho on which 
the city stands, and the Honcut Rancho, on 
which some of the land sued for by the 
heirs is located. The claims for rents and 
damages aggregate more than halt a million 
dollars. Yuba county is included in the 
suit, and on a portion of the land claimed 
by the Covillaud heirs, and regarded as 
county property, a costiy County Hospital 
has been erected. 
The defense in these suits has not yet 
been formulated, but the main point is said 
to be that the original Covillaud interest in 
the lands in question was sold by the 
Sheriff at auction, Covillaud having become 
insolvent. 
The beginning of the suits has caused no 
sensation. The making of the claim by the 
Covillauds has been expected for some time 
past, and they have at work quietlv over 
the preparations for the suits. A lew par­ 
ties have compromised witli the heir for 
small fractions of the amounts claimed, to 
save the expense of liiigtiion. 
The general belief is that the claim 
against the county will not be made to 
stick, as it will undoubtedly be contested 
in the Courts. 


JAM ES GANNON. 
D eath of Due of the M ost P rom inent Men

politician, died this afternoon from astroke 
of paralysis. He was born in New York in 
1830. Deceased had been active In political 
circles for many years, and was generally 
acknowledged to be one of the keenest 
manipulators of politics in the State.

AN IM PORTANT CASE. 
A Suit Involving th e Stability o f P atents 
to M exican G rants. 
[C opynyht, 1S57, by the Californ.a Associated l i ra i 
.W ash in gton , October 17th.—[Special ]— 
. ríe Supreme Court to-day decided to ad­ 
vance for hearing the case of the United 
States vs. the San Jacinto Tin Company, of 
California. Arguments will be heard some 
time in January, although no date in that 
month has been specifically fixed by the 
Court. The determination of this case is 
of greater importance to California than 
any other on the docket of the Court. The 
questions involved in the suit are of a pub­ 
lic character, and affect the title to all 
lands held under Mexican grants in Cali­ 
fornia. Nearly 600 000 people are now re­ 
siding upon the lands originally contained 
within the limits of Mexican grants con­ 
firmed by the Board of Land Commis­ 
sioners under the treaty of Guadaloupe 
Hidalgo. 
W hile the United States brings this suit 
011 appeal, in point of fact the contest is 
carried on in the interest of parties who 
deny the validity of the grant to the San 
Jacinto fin Company, who held a patent 
for eleven square leagues of land in San 
Bernardino county. 
Senator William M. Stewart, of counsel 
for the company, moved to advance the 
hearing, on the grotlhd that it is a test case, 
in which the question is raised whether the 
Attorney-General can institute suits to set 
aside patents granted 011 findings made by 
the Board of Land Commissioners,wlmsede- 
cisions have been confirmed by the United 
States Courts, without authority expressly 
conterred by an Act of Congress. The At­ 
torney-General interposed no objection to 
advancing the case. 
The counsel for the San Jacinto company 
contends that the necessity for an early de­ 
termination of the questions involved— 
particularly as to the power of the At­ 
torney-General, without further legislation 
by Congress, to open and relitigate private 
land claims of California—is of momentous 
interest to the State. 
Accompanying the petitioner’s brief is a 
letter from Governor W aterman, trans­ 
mitting two petitions. One. signed by 143 
citizens, owners and residents of a Mexican 
land grant known as the Las Pulgas Ranch, 
asking the President to set aside an order 
of the Attorney General permitting inter­ 
ested parties to commence proceedings to 
set aside the patent to said grant. The 
other is the petition of members of the bar 
ot California, stating various reasons why 
certain suits to set aside patents to Mexican 
land claims in California should not be 
prosecuted. 
In the case of the United States vs. Flint, 
in 1 
Circuit Court of California, decided’ 
in 1876. Justice Field rendering the opinion, 
the Court held that title to lauds confirmed 
by the Board of Land Commissioners 
under Mexican grants conld not be inval­ 
idated in the manner proposed under this 
section. Justice Field said : 
Where the District Attorney ol this District 
obtains authority to institute, in the name of 
the I oiled States, suits for the purposes we are 
not informed. There is no law of Congress 
which requires or allows it. and we have sought 
in vain lor the power of the Attorney-General lo 
direct it. That officer can, it is true, institute or 
direct the institution of suits for the revocation 
and cancellation of patents of lauds belonging 
to the United Slates issued upon false anil 
fraudulent representation to the executive 
officers of the Laud Department, or upon the 
misconstruction of law; but that is a very differ­ 
ent m ailer from instituting or directing pro­ 
co dings to vacate or recall patents founded 
upon deer-cs of the Commission or Court exer­ 
cising a special and exclusive jurisdiction. 
Those decrees establish the obligation of the 
United States to claim ants under the treaty and 
if the I-egis,aUve Department which authorized 
the proceedings before the Commission and 
Court be satisfied with the result, it is difficult 
to see upon w hat pretense the Attorney-General 
can seek to disturb it. 


ARIZONA'S CONDITION. 
Gov. Zullck Praises tho N avajoes anil 
D enounces tho A paches. 
W a s h i n g t o n , October 17th.—C. Meyer 
Zulick, Governor of Arizona, in his annual 
report estimates the population of that 
Territory at 1X1,000—an increase of nearly 
50,000 over the census estimate of 18SÓ. 
The aggregate assessed valuation of taxa­ 
ble property for the present year is $20,- 
313.500—an increase of nearly $600,000 over 
1886. By reduced expenditures, increased 
taxable values, and the gradual lessening 
of the tax rate, the Territory is now 
absolutely on a safe and 
healthy 
financial basis. The agricultural possibil­ 
ities of Arizona, with proper irrigation— 
continues the report—can scarcely be over­ 
estimated. Its live stock interests are in a 
tlourishing condition. Taken in the aggre­ 
gate, the mining interests of Arizona are 
on a safe and paying basis. 
The Governor says there are few portions 
of the Republic ontside of Michigan. Wis­ 
consin and Washington Territory that con­ 
tain such extensive bodies of timber above 
average quality. 
The public-school system of Arizona is a 
subject of pride to all of her citizens, and 
it pays to its teachers higher salaries than 
any other ¡state or Territory, and requires a 
higher standard of ability. 
The Governor recommends that the 16th 
and 3G;b sections of school land ¡11 every 
township be sold and the proceeds be ap­ 
plied to school purposes of the Territory. 
As to the Indians, the report states that 
of all the tribes ¡11 the Territory, the Nava­ 
jos are the most prosperous, intelligent and 
enterprising, and doubtless the healthiest 
tribe in the United States. They number 
about 15,000 souls, and are increasing. It 
is estimated that they own 20,000 horses 
and 1 000,000 sheep. They farm quite ex­ 
tensively, and raise good crops. 
The 
Apaches occupy the San Garlos Reserva­ 
tion. containing about 2,52.8,000 acres of 
the best agricultural land in the Territory. 
As a race, the report says, they are lazy, 
thievish and murderons, seemingly incapa­ 
ble of civilization. As long as the Apache 
Indians are suffered to remain within the 
borders of the Territory, just so long will 
the peace of Arizona be insecure and her 
progress be retarded. 


SOUTHERN M l KDERERS. 
Citizens of XYeht Virginia P ushing a Bail 
G ang to the W all, 
C h a rle sto n (W. Va.), October 17th.—A 
courier this morning brought in the news 
that the citizens and officers who are after 
the murderers of Rev. Thomas P. Ryan, 
who was shot near Walton, Roane county, 
last Thursday, killed George Duff, Jr., on 
Friday and took Robert Ford, together 
with Jake Cook, to the home of the Ryan 
family, whero they were identified. Cook 
was lynched and Duff shot and his throat 
cut from ear to ear. William Drake, one 
of the robbers, wa3 caught, and confessed 
that Dan Cunningham, a member of the 
Eureka detectives, of this citv, was the in­ 
stigator of the affair, and the balance of the 
gang carried out the scheme. The vigil­ 
antes started to Spencer, the county seat of 
Roane, with Drake. There were over 3.000 
people present at the funeral of Ryan. 


YESTERDAY’S FIRES. 
An Entire B lock Burned iu Pittsburg— 
F ires in New York State. 
P ittsbcro, October 17th.—A large fire 
broke out in the packing department of 
Adams & Co.'s glassworks, on Carson street, 
this afternoon. The llames spread to ali 
parts of the extensive plant, and communi­ 
cated to a row of buildings on the opposite 
side of the street and then to the ailioining 
buildings on both sides, taking in the entire 
block bounded by Carson, Washington, 
Eighth and Ninth streets. The loss will be 
very heavy. The fire is still raging. 
L a ter.—The tire was under control at 4 
o’clock. The entire glassworks plant and 
row of tenements were consumed. The loss 
is estimated at $75,000. 
AT LAKE CHAUTAUQUA. 
B u ffa lo (N. \'.), October 17th.—The 
Kent House, at Lakewood, on Chautauqua, 
was totally destroyed by fire this morning 
and the cottages damaged. The burnei 
hotel was the finest on the lake, and the 


total h ss will reach to $125,000; insurance 
$36,000. 
A NEW YORK FIRE. 
New Y'ork, October 17th.—A fire this 
morning in the building at 17 8outh street, 
occupied by J. G. Allport, a wholesale 
grocer and ship chandler, caused a damage 
of about $100,000.

CA LIFORNIA BOSSES. 
In terest Taken iu W ashington iu Pacific 
Coiiüt Scandal*. 
[C opyriyhl, 1S67, by h'ic Colt furnia Associated J'ress. J 
W a s h i n g t o n , October 17th.—[.Special.]— 
The disclosures of municipal corruption 
and jury-bribing in San Francisco have 
attracted a great deal of attention in Wash­ 
ington, and deep interest is felt in the out­ 
come of the efforts now being made to 
purge the city government of crookedness 
and fraud. The heads of the executive de­ 
partments at the national capital, both un­ 
der Republican and Democratic adminis­ 
trations, have been aware of the methods 
that were largely connected with the dis­ 
tribution of patronage on the Pacific 
coast, and of the influences that were 
potent in awarding Federal offices. It has 
not been possible, however, for the persons 
holding the appointing power to ignore the 
demands of those identified witn the con­ 
trolling tactions in local politics. 
ÉX-Representative Page, ot California, 
who will soon leave Washington for his 
home, in conversation with your corre­ 
spondent to-day, said the people of Cali tur­ 
nia—and especially the residents of San 
Francisco—have been patient, law abiding 
and even suffering under the system of 
bossism in local politics, until they are 
now thoroughly aroused to the gravity of 
the situation. The time seems to be ripe 
for immediate action, and once before—in 
I806—the people of California gave an em­ 
phatic manifestation of their disapproval 
of corruption in State and municipal ai- 
fairs. The remembrance of that time 
should teach the present generation that 
tire spirit ot the bold, intrepid pioneers is 
not dead. The time cannot be far distant 
when ballot-box stutters and political 
bosses must go, and leave the administra­ 
tion of affairs where it belongs—in the 
hands of the people. There is no longer a 
necesrity for the organization or existence 
°.f .a Vigilance Committee. The patriotic 
citizens of California are amply able to 
vindicate their wrongs without recourse to 
force. They have machinery which, put 
in force by lawful methods, will purge any 
community of the evils now existing, and 
the people of the State, regardless of party 
affiliation, should unite to accomplish this 
most desirable end.

W ashington, October 1<th—The annual 
report ,>t Caleb \V. West, Governor of Utah 
Territory, estimates the population of that 
Territory at nearly 204.000. and the assessed 
taxable property at $36 865,865. The com­ 
mercial affairs of the Territory are said to 
be in a prosperous condition; its agri­ 
cultural products abundant and of excel­ 
lent grade; its stock interests flourishing, 
arid its mining outiook very promising. 
The Governor recommends the repeal of 
the alien land Act which relates to mines. 
To the discussion of the subject of State­ 
hood for Utah the Governor devotes con­ 
siderable space. In the course of his re­ 
marks he says : ’* It will be observed that 
the movement for ¡Statehood was inaugu­ 
rated by the leaders of the Morm-n people. 
Their representatives alone took part in 
the deliberations of the Convention. When 
we remember how recently those people 
avowedly held aud maintained a position 
which placed iheni in opposition with the 
Federal laws, the holding of which in tiie 
past had brought them into conflict 
with the people with whom thev lived 
in Ohio, Missouri and Illinois, and 
in antagonism with all corners to this Ter­ 
ritory not identified with them, we recall 
the tact that iailure to yield that position 
would have cost them the political control 
which they have held since the organiza­ 
tion of the Territory, and that the secur­ 
ing of statehood will place in their hands 
and take from Congress the power that it 
had been compelled to exercise to regulate 
and control their actions in accordance 
witli the moral sense ot the country and 
Christian civilization. 
Before clothing 
them with sovereignty, should not Con­ 
gress wait until the action is suited to 
the word— until their laudable profes­ 
sions have 
had time to ripen into 
praiseworthy works, and until tire conduct 
of the people and the legislation of the Ter­ 
ritory, in consonance with their profes­ 
sions. are brought into harmony with the 
general views of the country and the Terri­ 
tory placed in the advanced position it 
would have attained but for the past atti­ 
tude of those who are now asking the boon 
of Statehood 7 
“ It is more than probable that the ques- 
lion of I tali as a political factor in national 
affairs will he considered in connection 
with the application for its admission as a 
State, but neither of the great political par­ 
ties—Democratic nor Republican—so far as 
the psst history of this people is concerned, 
can lav claim with any degree of certainty 
to their support.”

CONVENTION. 


T he Sutler County Farmer has alw ays 
seen recognized »s one of the chief anti- 
hydruulic m ining journals, and has stood 
foremost in its section in favor of river 
protection, and in rendering aid in cheek­ 
ing river destruction. 
It refers, w ith ap­ 
proval, to the Hl*:OKi>-UNlON’S|>roposition 
for an early conference of representatives 
o f the river counties, w ith our Senators 
and Congressmen, with a view of urging 
upon Congress, in i >ecember, the necessity 
for more vigorous action looking to the 
im provem ent of th e navigation of the Sac­ 
ram ento river. 
T he Farmer believes, w ith 
th e R eco rd -U n io n , th a t th e people of 
C alifornia have done all th a t should rea­ 
sonably be expected of them to stop the 
hydraulic m ining th a t contributes to th e 
filling of th e F eath er and Sacram ento riv­ 
ers. 
R ut if the requirem ents of Congress 
and the W ar D epartm ent are to be literally 
and to th e very letter complied w ith, and 
no thing done to save the river until all 
»uch hydraulic m ining has ceased, then the 
river will not for years bo given th e atten ­ 
tion its deplorable condition demands. For 
there long wiil lie, here and there, somo 
resisting hydraulic m iner who will m an­ 
age to “ turn louse a nozzle” now and then 
in spile of injunctions and watchfulness 
•»n the p.irt of the [icople. 
Thus, use of 
th e <Congressional appropriation «in be 
indefinitely postponed. 
T h e [icople of 
C alifornia have secured decisions of the 
C ourts against the nuisance and laid in ­ 
junctions iqon it; they have satisfied the 
legal and legislative tribunals th a t ito u g h t 
to U- abated ; they have borne excessively 
heavy taxation in order to command means 
to pro-eiute th e trespassers; for nearly 
e ig h t years they have contended w ith th e 
offenders, winning a t every step, and it is 
now tim e lor the Federal G overnm ent to 
come to th eir aid. 
F o r all 
[iractical 
ends, h y d rau lic m ining has been stopped, 
so far as th e efforts of th e valley people 
ought to content ( 'ongrct*. 
Viewed from a 
ju s t standpoint, Congress never should 
have required the (xople of the valley to 
lo battle w ith the trespassers. 
T hey did 
not «tuse th e nuisance; they are in no 
sense responsible for it ; th e riv er is under 
Federal co n tro l; it is a free highw ay for 
th e com meree of all th e country; th e ob­ 
ligation is therefore upon th e Federal 
G overnm ent to 
protect this navigable 
stream from injury, and restore it, so far as 
can he done, to its original integrity. T he 
Fanner suggests th at a convention lie held 
at Sacram ento, to consider the subject, and 
th a t our Senators and R epresentatives lie 
invited to attend th e session.

Tint N orth Pacific and Month A tlantic to 
H ave a R ailroad .System. 
¡CepynjpM, 1887, Sy i*e California ¿unáalrd Prm .\ 
New Y oke, October 1 7 th — [Special.]—■ 
One reason assigned here for the active 
construction on the N orthern I’acifio R ail­ 
road during the last year is a forthcom ing 
association of railroads, which, to be suc­ 
cessful, will require the operation of the 
N orthern Pacific's new Cascade Division. 
T his arrangem ent is the form ation of a 
through transcontinental route from the 
N orthern Pacific coast to the Southern A t­ 
lantic beaboard points. 
T he railroads to become m em bers of this 
system are th e N orthern Pacific. D uluth 
South Shore and A tlantic and M ichigan 
Central, including its connections am ong 
th e V anderbilt trunk lines. 
T his system, 
it is expected, will go into operation next 
fall, or before that tim e, if the construction 
on certain stretches of road is finished 
earlier. 
At D uluth the com pany has term ­ 
inals, and m atters will he so arranged th at 
shipm ents from the far W est over the 
N orthern Pacific can be transferred directlv 
to the D uluth South Shore and A tlantic, 
which road will take them to St. Ignace, 
Mich. 
H ere the D uluth road is to m ake 
connection w ith 
the M ichigan C entral. 
T here are transfer boats now running from 
St. 
Ignace to M ackinaw, th e 
M ichigan 
Central term inus 
T his new arrangem ent will necessitate 
the operation between these points of a 
large num ber of boats oi greater capacity 
than those now in use. 
From M ackinaw 
the M ichigan Central and other V anderbilt 
lin ts wilt lake to the seaboard the m ost of

northern connections.

The Sutter Courtly Farmer say3 : F or som e 
lim e rum ors have Oeen alloat'that ihe Cen­ 
tral people intended to rebuild the Califor­ 
nia Pacific Iíai'road running through S ut­ 
ter county. 
W e have not given m uch cre­ 
dence to these rum ors, because the pro­ 
posed builders have roads in operation on 
each side of the valley, and necessarily 
controlled all th e traffic and travel to be 
had. 
B ut it seems a shorter line is wanted, 
either for through Oregon travel or to pre­ 
vent a com peting road from cutting this 
block of territory in tw o and securing the 
shorter route to the Bay. 
It is a trite say­ 
ing “ th at w here there is m uch sm oke 
there m ust be som e lire.” 
If these rum ors 
continue they will eventually bring the 
road. 
T he present rum or is to this effect: 
T hat the California Pacific is to be extended 
from 
K nights 
Landing 
up the Sutter 
county side along the high lands on the 
Sacram ento river to Colgrove Point, or 
K irbsville, thence northeasterly across the 
tules until a line is reached between ranges 
two and three, thence north to intersect the 
Oregon road at the town of Gridiey, in 
B utte county. 
T his supposed route would 
c u ta very large portion, and a verv im ­ 
portant one, of S utter county in tw*o. 
lengthwise. 
It would be a cheap and easv 
road to build, and (he [dace m entioned 
where it is to cross thn tules is bv far the 
highest and narrow est in the enli're tiasin. 
It 13 said that tw o m iles only would need 
to be laid on piling, and the balance earih 
work. 
Such a road w ould revolutionize 
the busim ss of the county, and would, 
w iihin a year after its construction, build 
1 wo or three towns in our borders larger, 
possibly, than any now in it.

ROVED OF TiiUSTF.ES.

The Board of Cily Trustees met at 10 a. m. 
yesterday, all the members present. 
The 
minutes of the previous meeting were read 
and approved. 
K. F. W illiams, Chief Engineer of the 
Water-work?, reported that during the past 
week 3.3,010,200 gallons of water was sup­ 
plied to the city. 
Senator F. K Dray, Captain T. It. Ilall, 
Edwin X. Alsip and J. A. Parker appeared 
before the Board on behalf of the Im migra­ 
tion Association, asking financial aid to 
•erry on the work of the Association. 
Mr. Dray, on behaif of the committee, 
stated that the expense of m aintaining and 
operating the Association had been borne 
by private subscription among the mer- 
•hants of the citv. 
The Association had 
since its organization expended about $17, 
•00 in encouraging immigration to North­ 
ern and Central California. He said that 
the ruuning expenses of the Association 
was close on $100 e month, and that the 
Association could not exists much longer 
unless financial aid was received. 
Mr. 
Dray stated further, that to allow the work 
of the Association to cease now would be 
a poor policy, in view of the fact of the 
•om ingof large numbers of Eastern people 
during the next few months. 
He said that 
to operate the office for six months longer 
would be of great benefit to the State and to 
Sacramento and vicinity. 
The Board favorably considered the prop­ 
osition and agreed to pay half the running 
expenses of the Association for the next 
six months. The committee will ask the 
Supervisors at their next session to hear 
the other half ol the expense. 
THE FRONT-HTBKKT WHARF. 
Mayor (Jregory read a letter from the 
«lerk of the steamer D. E. Knight, com­ 
plaining of the lack of wharf facilities 
along the city front. The letter stated 
that 
steamers of other companies, who 
have their own wharves, often occupy the 
city's landing, thus interfering with the 
business of outside craft. Mayor Gregory 
said that the wharves along the city front 
were very dilapidated and that tlie ouly 
passable wharf fur outside boats should be 
kept clear. 
The other members having 
the sam enpinion.it was ordered that the 
Harbormaster, Captain N. A. Kidder, here­ 
after keep the city’s wharf clear and for the 
use of outside vessels. 
CLCNIE’S PROPOSITION rejected.

Yesterday four of the State Prison Di­ 
rectors, Messrs. Boggs, Devlin, Kilcher and 
Sonntag, met at the State Capitol building 
to subm it certain plans and specifications 
for the proposed jute mills at San QuentiB, 
to Governor W aterman, Secretary of State 
Hendricks and 8tate Treasurer Herold, 
for their approval. 
The object of their 
meeting was fully explaiued in yesterday's 
R e c o rd -U m o n . The last Legislature ap­ 
propriated $160,000 for the erection of these 
works, and the specifications submitted 
some munths since to this same committee 
had to be pruned some so as to bring the 
cost of construction within the appropriated 
amount. 
The Prison Directors and the 
State officials referred to met in the office 
of the Governor at 1:30 r. m. The meeting 
was called to order by the Governor, who 
said he was ready to hear what they had to 
way. 
W HA T T H EV W ANTED. 
Director Boggs said : “ Governor, we have 
asked to come before you to make some 
changes in the estimates for the proposed 
jute works at San Quentin," and remarked 
that their mission would be better under­ 
stood from a letter written by the Warden 
of the San Quentin Prison, which Director 
Sonntag would read. 
Dirpctor Sonntag then read a long letter 
from Warden Shirley, reviewing the esti­ 
mates already on file and making a few 
changes, such as striking out $6,000 for the 
use ot the old pulleys, shading and belting 
which now forms a part of the furniture 
factory of the prison and which should be 
turned in without price. Also deducting 
$1 50 per thousand added as profit on brick 
to be used in the jute mill and which are 
made with prison labor. This wou.d re­ 
duce tbe estimates, so that the bids and es­ 
timates would amount to only $159,912 54, 
and come within the appropriation. 
WHERE IS SHIRLEY ? 
Governor W aterman—I see that docu­ 
ment is signet! by your Warden. 
Where is 
he? Why is he not here? Are all your 
Directors here ? 
Mr. Boggs—We are all here but one; Mr. 
W ilkins is absent—in Humboldt county, I 
believe. 
Governor W aterman—This is a matter of 
great imp' irtance, one that should have care- 
lul attention, and should be acted upon by 
tbe whole Board. I think they should ail 
be here at this meeting. 
W hat think you, 
Mr Secretary of State aud Mr. State Trca:- 
urer? 
State Treasurer Herold said he agreed 
with the Governor. Here wus $160,000 of 
the people’s money to be disposed of, and 
before fie signed the papers he desired to 
have all the information possible. 
He 
thought all the Board of Directors, and 
particularly the Warden, should be in at­ 
tendance. 
Secretary of State Hendricks coinc’ded 
with this view, and said he was not sure 
that the jute works were a great thing for 
the State, any way. 
Each one of the Directors then took a 
hand in explanation of m e long columns 
of figures submitted by W arden Shirley. 
All they asked was the approval of the 
three State officers and they would proceed 
with the work immediately. A summary 
of their estimates was : Budding, $26.412 54; 
machinery, $104.000; sewing 
machines, 
$2.000; engine, $8 000; shafting, etc.. $12,­ 
000 ; Ireight, $1 500 ; setting up machinery, 
$1500; incidentals, $500. 
Total, $159,­ 
912 54. 
SOME P L A IN EX PR ESSIO N S. 
Secretary of State Hendricks said he 
never expected much from a prison jute 
factory which had to compete with the 
cheap East India labor. 
The Governor asked the cost of the pres­ 
ent plant and the profits from the same 
during the past year, and when this infor­ 
mation was given him he said he did not 
think the profits were in proportion to the 
cost of the plant. 
Director Sonntag said the Governor 
should not expect so much from convict 
labor. Ttie prisons were full of opium 
fiends, hoodlums, cripples and persons of 
little intellect, and they were averse to 
work of any kind. You cannot get as much 
labor out of acrim ín alas you can from a 
free man. 
Governor W aterm an—If that is the case, 
I would like to keep them there and make 
them work. If what you say is true where 
do these convicts get all tho credits allowed 
them, which cut their sentences short two, 
three and five years, and which I am called 
upon every month to sign? 
If they won’t 
work why are they giveh credits? I want 
to know something about these little de­ 
tails. 
Director Sonntag tried to explain that 
this was in accordance with the Goodwin 
Act, and all prisoners were not indolent, 
but all were not able-bodied. Their pa t 
lives had been mostly ¡hose of dissipation, 
and many were broken in health aud feeble­ 
minded. 
Governor W a term an—W ouldn't you con­ 
sider it very bad policy to put opium fiends, 
hoodlums and insane men to work on such 
fine machines as those you propose pur­ 
chasing'.’ 
Director Sonntag then went into detail, 
explaining how work in the jute factory 
was performed and how the prisoners were 
classified so as to get lue most labor. 
THE GOVERNOR THROWS A BOMB INTO CAMP. 
After some further explanations regard­ 
ing the Shirley ligtirts by Director Devlin, 
Governor Waterman picked up one of the 
specifications and calling attention to the 
indorsement of the Directors, rem arked: 
‘ I see Mr. Boggs' name here as one of the 
Directors. Now I understand Mr. 15 >ggs is 
not a Director. 
He aid not qualify for a 
year and a half after Ills appointment. The 
law. as i understand it, is very plain that 
he must qualify inside ol ten days after his 
appointment.” 
If a bomb had been suddenly exploded 
in tbe office it would not have caused more 
consternation than did this simple an­ 
nouncement. 
Shirley’s figures tor the 
moment were lorgotten and the Directors 
eyed each other with au expression of 
" W ell! whose head comes off next.” 
director Boggs after a moment said : 
“ Governor, I am not stuck after the posi­ 
tion. 
I was sworn in at the State Prison, 
and have been acting with the Board ever 
since. I do remember, since you call my 
attention to tbe fact, that some papers 
were sent to me some months afterwards 
to fill out for filing in the Secretary of 
State's office.” 


A L IT T L E P L A IN T A L K . 
Governor Waterman said he had been 
informed that such was the case, and, ad­ 
dressing Mr. Boggs, said: ” 1 want you, 
sir, to look this matter up. I will investi­ 
gate it also, and if you are not legally 
qualified to hold the appointment, I will 
appoint some one else to fill the place.” 
Mr. Boggs—It is a matter of total indif­ 
ference to me, sir. 
The Secretary of State was directed to 
get the records from his office. This was 
soon obtained, and they show that Mr. 
1$ >ggs was appointed a Prison Director in 
January, 1883, and did not qualify as such 
until June, 1884. 
At the suggestion of the Governor, the 
m atter of considering tbe Prison Directors’ 
proposition to change the figures in the 
specifications was taken under advisement, 
ami the meeting adjourned. 
B efore actin g in th is m atter th e Governor 
su b m itte d it to a w ell-know n legal g en tle­ 
m an . w ho gave h im th e follow ing o p in io n :

Before leaving the Governor’s office 
Mr. Boggs said : “ Governor, if you think, 
under the circumstances, I am not legally 
appointed to a position upon the Board ot 
Directors, appoint my successor. 
If 
decide so to act please inform me. 
In compliance with this request, Gov­ 
ernor W aterman last evening telegraphed
